CAN^T MIX IN POLITICS. 


Items of interest picked Up from Va­ 
riou s Sou rces for the Benefit 
ot Democrat Readers. 


A ban has been pu t u pon the 
holding of pu blic offices by em­ 
ploy es of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. 
The general su peiinten- 
tendent of the road, J. M, Graham, 
has sent ou t an order to all em­ 
ploy es of the company forbidding 
any body working for the sy stem 
from becoming candidates for any 
pu blic office or holding the same. 
This is the first time, say old- 
time railroaders, that a transporta­ 
tion company has ru led on this 
point.

In the town of Garrett, Ind., 
which is a div ision point on this 
road, many of the company ’s em­ 
ploy es hold pu blic offices. 
One is 
a member of the Garrett school 
board, another is city clerk and 
three members of the city cou ncil 
are employ es of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. 
The order that has ju st gone ou t, 
if strictly enforced, will compel 
these men to choose between poli­ 
tics and the railroad. As a general 
proposition, railroad men are not 
mu ch giv en to politics.
